The era whicdi gave 
Prance its Kevohition, gave I'lngland its 
free jiress. That press has prcscrWil its 
freedom by acting u|i to it.self. and speak- 
ing tlie truth, to the best of its ability and 
iudgemont, of everything ,ind everybody. 
No one can over-estimate its weight as the 
auxiliary nnd mouthpiece of a free legisla- 
ture and open justice. But hero it exists, 
one of the ( hief fjrccs of tho country, now 
also a heritage from nnr forefathers, to ho 
be(iiieathed to our children. 

Ste.^m Superceded.— Dr. A. J I. F.nsman, 
of Stettin, proposes, as sub.stitutc for steam 
carbiinio .acid in the solid form, and anti- 
cipates that his discovery (?) will lead to 
tlio navigation ()f the atmosphere with bal- 
loons. It is nearly a ([uarter of a century 
since Thillorier succcodod in' producing 
solid carbonic acid, nnd the process of 
making it has s-ince been much simplilicil 
by Faraday and Natlerer. Faraday has 
stated that carbonic acid is a singular sub- 
stance, on account of the high prcssuri 
which emanates fnim it in jiassiug (v'tn tho 
solid state : there is nothing ei(ual to it in 
this respect, Its va]uir is said to have ai 
enormous pressure which increases with it- 
temperature. At Zero it is -equal to 2' 
atoKjsphere.'' ; at IG degrees, to 29 ainios 
pheres ; at 32 degrci>s, to ',',H atmospheres, 
fhe only diliiculty was the ]irodui-li(]n ol 
tho solid acid in suliiiuent (piantitics ; but 
Nattercr has succeeded in nbtaining sever- 
al ]iounds at once, and his apparatus, \vhicli 
will stand a pressure of 2,000 atmospheres, 
ill now sold in Vienna for £10. Wo an 
not told tho cost per pound of the acid, nor 
its economy as compared with utoam. — The 
London Builder. ' '

OF THE ASSEMBLY 1 

As a general olcetiou will uo doubt take 
place Ijcforu tlip expiration of tlio curro:it 
year, — and ;is it is pruljuble that one or nioro 
iof our calaried ofiiciiils -will oiViir tlioiiisulvos 
p,B candidates fur ecats in tlio Assenibl y, — it 
is very desirable tlmt tJ-" electors should 
. /;anT998 tlioroagbiy the wisdom of returning 
them. InEnglancl no objeotion is offbred 

a i^mtjer of the House of Commons 
holding ^ office of eraolunient under the 
lOrown, provided that bo resigns his seat 
tind is re-elocteJ. In ilu^t tlio law passed 
many years !iu;o to socuro the indfpcndrnco 
uf Parlinmeut, iiialco.-' it ncces^iary fur them 
to resign, or by tlio uiero fact of such ac- 
ceptance of office their seat in the Commons 
becomes vacant. Tlio object of this law 
was to prevent the Crown from making the 
representatives of the people subservient to 
its design?, which might entail the loss of 
the rights of the pooplo by the encroach- 
ments of the prerogative. By this means 
those who hold distinguished offices in 
tireat Britain, except members of the House 
of Lord", are actually placed in office by the 
voice of the people— the democratic ele- 
paentof the country,— and thereby an eflfeo- 
iual oheck is created against monarchical 
bribery, — and greater purity, freedom and 
Independence is secured in the Commons 
The same principle lias been adopted in all 
^he British North Araerloan Provinces, in 
Australia, and other Colonies. It is even 
proposed to introduce a somowliat similar 
system into this Colony. But not exactly; 
inasmuoh as in Great Britain and the Col- 
pnies the heads of departments chiefly form 
(he Ministry or Executive Council. No 
Executive' Council is proposed here * biit 
pimply that when a member accepts an of- 
fice his place by that act bccoraos vacant. 
Wt: have serious doubts as to the wisdiuu 
of allowing any one to hold n scat in tlio 
Assembly who holds an ofllcc of emolument 
whether great or small. A very groat d 
Uiay he said on the question both pro and 
non as applied to this and other Colonics 
in small Poloni.es like this, and particularly 
as we are situated, we believe it would be 
ji dangerona experiment ; and therefore 
whore there is danger the wisest course is 
Jffl avoidit eiftiroly, if possible. 

This we can do without curtailing in any 
way the efliciency of tlio A':soml]ly, — a.s wo 
have lliu material to construct an cfficiont 
and jiraotical Assembly, without the aid of 
iieads of departments. Hereafter when our 
population is largely increased,— -when wo 
have the whole control Over the Casual nnd 
(Cerri(ori|il revenue of the Colony, — when 
ire have ^n Ejxecutivjo Council by the ad- 
vice and consent of which the ( lovcrnor 
fuloa the country, — then it may lie time 
to adopt the system. l?eM(lr-, ;:ilniittin 
pflicial.4 may b'J mtv lione.-t and c; 
]iable men,- -iliey are not .so closely idei 
lilieil -with Uie ruimtry as to lender it safe 
toilui ia.\ payors to trust llieni ^•,■ilh aehniu'o 
jnnjority at their backs in the .V.ssembly t 
vote the people's money, as llicy please. I 
all men were honest and would aothnnestly 
there would bo no danj^er. But it is po.ssi 
bio that hpads of departments — wlio seel 
pflicp in this country, not bo much for the 
}iouor as the omolununits — might with a ma- 
jority at t.boir buck vot,j away the people's 
snoney with fat sahirioB and large contracts 
fothewsplves; and as 6Qon as they are enrich 
pdleavpthe country and leave the tax-pay- 
pr« to b{iivr the burden they have imposed. 
Till?! YfO take it, is a good reason why the 



electors should not return any such, till our 
o$ci|ds and oi|r population ore identified 
witli' the soir for ' life. The Province of 

Frincft Edward's Island — with a small and 
settled population — allowed heads of depart- 
ments to sit iu the Assembly; but now finds 
it to its advantage to retain the Executive 
Council as a popular check on the ( iovcrn- 
cr: bat advisable' to exfliule tboir ulfieials 
from the Assembly. We believe that elect- 
ing ofilciuls would ^vork disastrously here. 
Tn England it may work well, for men uf 
independent fortune aspire to office for 
the honor. Tn a young colony like this, 
we have few men of independent fortunes. 
But those who take office, take it for a liv- 
ing, — and hence, instead uf being efficient 
officers, we might expect them il elected to 
be mere politicians, working with might 
and main to retain their places, and supjiort 
their families. A class of men known as poll 
ticians, who add nothing to the common- 
wealth, but oat continually out of the public 
crib, nnd are not very conscientious as to 
the quantity, we do not want to see in the 
colony. Hence wo believe it necessary to 
impress on the electors the necessity ut'^^'o- 
turning no one to the Assembly who holds 
a salaried position under the Qovernment 
of Vancouver's Island. For sometime to 
come; at least, keep> all such out of the As- 
sembly, — and in the coming election, elect 
men who have identified Ihomselves with 
the country by their wealth and industry.

Editor British Colonist — 

Sir : III referonoo to a letter »rhich ap- 
peared in your columns of the 7tli inst, en- 
titled the ''Stato Church Again," I nm sor- 
rj I haTC not access at present to the docu- 
ments referred to, respecting "the grant of 
Clergy reserve in the district of Victoria." 
[The reserve, oa July 30, 1858, by return 
to the House of Commo&s, vaa 2,188 acres. 
—Ed. PoioifiST)] "I " have 'little doubt 
that BOrao friend of the -vrriter has 
already corrected the second clause of 
the ahove letter. I am suro the errors 
it contains would not have been made 
had any information been requested as to 
the origin of their appointment from Mesgre. 
Gammttga and Crickmor. If tho list to 
which. • the • wiiter allades is headed, " ap- 
pointments, &0., create^ by Her Najesty's 
Goveriment," it is simply an error. [March 
18, 1859, tho "'returns of all appointments, 
civil, military, and ecclesiastical, made or 
authorized by the Hon>o Government," in- 
cludes the Bishop and thoso gentlemen. 
The salaries of the clergymen are not 
chargeable to British Columbia, although 
theip flppointments were authorized b; the 
Govermnent. - Ed. Coi..] 

Tho Kev. Mr. Gammage is appointed to 
his duties by tho Society for Propagation of 
the (jtoapol in Foreign Parts; and tho Rev. 
Mr. Crickmer by tho Colonial Church and 
School Society. Perhaps Mr. Clark has 
authentic intelligence as to the future plans 
of the Bishop, but it may bo as well to wait 
till his Lordship enunciates them puhlicly 
before he speaks with perfect confidence. 
Yolnntary Endowment, 
Regarding Miss Burdett Coutts, munifi- 
cence and tho "State Church" cry, which 
partially informed persons have raised 
thereon, I beg to tako this opportunity of 
stating the facts. 

The sum given by Miss Coutts was £25, 
000, Invested in England ; of this £15,000 
is invested for tho endowment of tho See 
permanently; and £10,000 for the mainte 
nance of two clergymen. The English in 
terest of these sums is easily computed. 
Not an Advocate for a Colonial Church. 
1 do not wish it to bo inferred, sir, that 
I am writing in favor of "A State Church" 
in thesa Qolq&ios. . However atrongl; I am 
a holiover in its claimB on the Mother Coun- 
try, and tho security which it has proved 
to the lucservation of true religion, niy ob- 
ject at present is merely to point out crrov.s 
in apublic letter which I am well assured 
were not intentional. At tho close of his 
letter Mr. Clark refers to tho attachment of 
English Churchmen for Bngland''8 Chifl|ch. 
He 18 rifjafc — her authority with her sons is 
very different from that generally supposed 
to inQuenco thnm. Thoy boliovo her to rest 
on something much older than the State — 
that she honors the State, not tho State her. 
She will apply to tho voluntary system, 
when called on to do so, without fear, for 
where her doctrines and disciplino have 
been faithfully tauf,ht and esemplified, she 
has not lacked, as is abundantly proved by 
her efforts for good at home and abroad. 
Bather Slslikes Volantaryism, 
I trust that the teaehers and pastors of the 
Church of England, notwithstandingpresent 
success, may never have reason to endorso 
tho avowed opinion of Angoll James of Bir- 
mingham — and others who are qualified to 
speak with authority on tho subject; the
